Joseph Ramage died in Laurens County about 1824. He left his widow, Elizabeth 
whose maiden name was Roberts, and several children, some of whom were the 
following:

*Thechildren above without this mark are legitimate children of Joseph Ramage. 
John Ramage was a son of Joseph Ramage who lived in Newberry Co., South 
Carolina and did marry twice, but in no records have I seen a middle initial. 
You will note in Mr. Summers list there are two Mary's? Benjamin Ramage who 
is listed was not a son of Joseph but rather a son of John Ramage and Jean 
Adair. We have found no records as to Isiaah and Alexander being sons of 
Joseph Ramage in fact I have never seen these two names in any records. 


You will note in the lower portion of Mr. Summers records is the statement: 
"There were three brothers who left Laurens County between the year of 1807 
and 1812 and settled in Kentucky. Their names were : Josiah, John, Isiaah. 
This leads the reader to think that Josiah and John who went to Kentucky were 
brothers of the above list. We again have searched all records in Kentucky 
and never found an Isiaah. In Mr. Summers records his only reference to an 
Issiaah is that a lady in Kentucky said she had always been told this in 1937. 
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PREFACE 


The purpose of this book is to set forth much ‘of the history of Newberry 
County, South Carolina that has not been heretofore published. 


Originally, the author was interested in researching his own family of Summer 
and other pioneer families, and in publishing a genealogy, together with genealogies 
of other pioneer families of the county. Then he became interested in the general 
history of the county, and he thereupon undertook additional research. Hence the 
work in its present eclectic form. 


The sources in which the data have been located, in addition to early histories, 
include church minutes, family Bibles. courthouse records, cemetery markers, and 
family traditions that have been substantiated through family records. The biog- 
raphies include some that have not been heretofore published, or are incomplete in 
other published records. 

The genealogical data include family sketches by descendants' and by the 
author, who used the following general sources in his researches: wills, intestate 
files, judgment files, equities, and deeds in the courthouses; and records found in 
public libraries, family Bibles, and cemetery markers. The names and dates are 
definite—a few dates are closely approximated, as based on information obtained— 
and the relationships definitely given. Many pioneers and their sons fought in the 
early Indian Wars, in the Revolutionary War, and in later wars. Names of the 
soldiers from this section were found in the State departments, though they are 
incomplete in some instances. 


Most of the material in this history was published by the author previously in 
daily and local papers, and in magazines. In rewriting for this history, little revision 
has been made. This seemed necessary in order to give all history pertaining to each 
subject, hence some overlapping has resulted. 


It is hoped that this history will be of service and interest to the many families 
in our city and county, and to the many descendants of these early pioneers who are 
now living not only in Newberry County but also in other counties of the State and 
in other States. Many are living in the southern States, in the northwestern States, 
in the West and in the North who are descendants of these pioneers who fought in 
the Indian Wars, the Revolutionary War, the Seminole Indian Wars, the Mexican 
War, the War of Secession, and the Spanish-American War.

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RAMAGE 


Joseph Raage, the ancestor of the Ramage families of Laurens and Newberry Counties, and 
Edgefield County, died in Laurens District about 182k. He left a widow, Elizabeth whose 
maiden name was Roberts, and several children, some of whom were the following: James, John, 
Robert, Mary, Isiaah, Joseph, Benjamin, Alexander, and Mary. 7 

Robert Ramage and wife, Mary (Coate) Ramage moved to Chambers County, Alabama; had son, 
Joseph Orren Ramage. 

James Ramage died April 2, 1837, in Edgefield County, S. C+ He had moved from Newberry 
County to that county. He left a widow, Elizabeth (Sheppard) Ramage,(she married again to 
Clark Martin in 18,3) and the following children: Laura Ann, Elisabeth, Janes C., Joseph 
Orren, and John W. Mrs. Elizabeth Ramage-Martin was a daughter of James and Susannah Sheppard, 
of Edgefield County. The late Judge Carrol Ramage, of Saluda, S. C. was son of Janes C. 
Ramage. 

Joseph Orren Ramage married Mary Vaughn Meadors, of Laurens County, S. C., and moved to 
Chambers County, Alabama. They had a son, James Blakely Ramage, and perhaps other children. 
James Blakely Ramage married Carrie Robinson Towles (daughter of Toliver and Sarah Ann Robin 
son Towles). 

John W. Ramage died in Newberry County. He married twice; his first wife being from 
Edgefield County, by whom was a son, Thomas F. (1812-1852); and by his second wite, Lucy 
(Kelly) Henderson Ranage (she was widow when she married him), there was a son, Burr J. 

Burr J. Ramage practiced law in Newberry several years; at one time being the Clerk of the 
County Court. He had daughter, Fannie, a son, Josh, doth of whom died unmarried in the town 
of Newberry; also two sons who were prominent in educational and religious work in South Caro~ 
lina and Tennessee. Rev. Bartow B. Ramage, an Episcopal Minister, who once served a largs 
church in Nashville, Tenn., and Burr J., a lawyer who lived in Nashville, Tenn. Burr J., 

the father, married Sarah Ann Wilson, a daughter of William Wilson, a native of Edgefield 
County, but at that time was the Judge of the Court of Ordinary in Newberry. 

There were three brothers who left Laurens County between the year 1807 and 1612 and 
settled in Kentucky. Their names were, Joshiah, John, Issiaah. Josiah married Margaret 

and had a son, Josiah, Jr., who married Lacinda Jessop. 


RUFF 


George Ruff, a German, or son of a German emigrant, lived just North of Crins Creek 
above Pomaria. He was a Revolutionary War patriot, and after the war was appointed one of 
the first County Court Justices in Nerberry County. The first Court was held at the home of 
Col. Robert Rutherford in the year 1785. He died about 1803, leaving widow, Ann Barbara 
(who was mother of his children), and children as follows: George, John Henry, Elizabeth 
(wife of William Rutherford), Saloma (wife of John Peaster), and David. Saloma married three 
times, her second husband being John Eichleberger, and the third a ltr. Smith. Ann Barbara 
Ruff died in 1626. 

George Ruff, Jr. died about 1811, and left widow, Nelly, and no children. His widow 
afterwards married Jesse Graham. . 

John Henry Ruff married Elizabeth Sumer, daughter of Col. John Adam Summer, a Revo- 
lutionary War patriot and officer of the State militia. Their children were: Adam (married 
Tarsa ¥ill), Langdon (married Polly Sligh), Walter F. (married Ann Suber), George Oliver, 
Sarah (married Adam Counts), Martha (married, first, Df. Jacob King, and second, William 
Welch), Mary (married Henry Gallman), Elisabeth (wife of John Eichleberger), Rebecca (she married 
first, William Counts, and second, to Charles P. Howard). Adam Ruff and Tarsa Ruff had one 
son, Orlando Ruff; Adan died early and his widow married Frederick Nance. Langdon and Polly 
Ruff had children: Dora, Walter, John Henry, Willie, David. George Oliver Ruff married 
Lavania C. and had one son, John S. Ruff. 

Christian Ruff, brother of George Ruff, Sr., made will October 20th, 1794 and died in 
1797, leaving children: Mary Ann, John, Catherine Hiller, Elisabeth, Christian, Hannah, 
Rebecca, and a son-in-law, David Cromer. : 

John Ruff died 1819 leaving widow, Frances, and children: George, Polly (wife of John 
Gillam), and Henry. 

Dr. Pressly B. Ruff (born Dec. 2k, 1801) was a successful practicing physician in New 
berry. About 16L5 he and his two brothers, William H. and John Ruff, and his brother-in-law 


After Mr. Summers book was published several ladies used this book as their 
reference to get into the DAR.

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JOHN RAMAGE 
OF 
LAURENS COUNTY, SOUTH CAROLINA 


John Ramage and his wife, Jean Adair, were early settlers in the area of South 
Carolina that later would become Laurens County. John received a land grant 

jn this area in 1772. During the Revolutionary War John served for a time 
with the "Little River Regiment" which was composed of many Laurens County men. 
His commanding officer was Colonel James Williams who was later killed at the 
Battle of Kings Mountain. 


Mr. Draper's collection of historical data»(located at Duke University) 
indicates that Mary Ramage, wife of Captain James Dillard, was a daughter of 
John and Jean Ramage. . 


Land records during the 1790's in Laurens County, South Carolina indicates 
that John and Jean gave most. of their land to Benjamin and Josiah Ramage. 
Shortly after 1800 Josiah Ramage sold his portion to Benjamin before he and 
James Ramage migrated to Kentucky (it has always been a family tradition in 
Kentucky that James and Josiah Ramage were brothers-NOTE:at the present time 
we have no proof). Many think that these land transfers between John and 
Jean Ramage indicates a relation. With James Ramage witnessing many of these 
documents it has been suggested that he may not have received any land from 
John because James had earlier received a land grant from the State of South 
Carolina. At the present time we are searching for more substantial proof 
of the children of John and Jean Ramage for we do not want to make the same 
mistake that has been made with children of Joseph Ramage. 


It is interesting to point out that in 1837 the children of Benjamin Ramage 
sold their father's estate. In this deed they noted that this had been the 
land originally granted to John Ramage. 


John and Jean Ramage were last listed in the 1800 South Carolina census. In 
no census of any state after that date were they listed. 
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. Reference: Grant to John Ramage in 1772. Grant 


was located in what later became 


Laurens County, South Carolina.

We do further 
dectane that we have never knoun said Col. Wikkiams to distress any individuals in the Regiment 
uho voluntarily and judiciously when Legatly called upon and commanded to the fiekd,have tuned 
out in the defense of their Native rights & privileges togethen with that of thein country; and we 
do avaw 44 from oun knowledge, that uhensoeven Col. James Wikkians ecther dinectly on indinectly 
executed any distnessing things, it uns upon the Stubborn and refractory, uhose practices of obs- 
tinancy deckane them inimical to their country: & that this he did as being Last promissing effort 
to reduce them to the dutiful obedionce of Loyal & fellow citizens. Without delaying you; we your 
hunble petitions do earnestly beg that you will hear this our faithful remonstrance & proceed with 
oun respected ColI. James Wikkiams & all such unjust and disaffected clamouns as may come before 
you against him, ab your superion judgements may dinect: only begging Leave to conclude with this 
one nerank, dat doubtkess you loa that suck clameuns are frequentty the necessary effects of 
disaffection to the country.

‘On the next several pages you will find land records between John and Jean 
Ramage and Benjamin and Josiah Ramage. Land in which John and Jean either 
gave or sold to these men were the part of the original grant that John 

had received during the early 1770's. These land transactions seem to 

point to a relationship between John and Jean Ramage and the two young men. 
James Ramage had received a grant from the state of South Carolina. He 
received no land from John Ramage (maybe because he had received the grant). 


Besides Josiah and Benjamin Ramage there were only two other Ramages in 
this part of South Carolina during the 1790's, James and Joseph Ramage. 
Both of these, James and Joseph Ramage received no land from John and 
Jean Ramage but both had been granted land by the Government -earlier. 
Until we find’an estate record of John Ramage we may never know how* James 
and Joseph was related to him. 


It is interesting to note that John nor Jean, his wife, were listed in 
any United States Census after the 1800 census. It does seem that John, 
who may have been in poor health was giving his land to his heirs during 
the 1790's thus he may not have had an estate settlement.

GULFPORT, Miss. (WLOX) - Together, Rusty Ramage and his father Russell have amassed more than 100 years 


of service to their community. 


Recreation was their way to help young people across the country, and if Rusty has anything to say about it, 
recreation will continue to be his way to nurture children as well as to honor the memory of his dad. 


Rusty got an early start with his love of sports. His father coached him and his football team in 1953 at 
Handsboro Elementary School. 


“He’s my mentor,” he said. “I saw him for many years and his background in recreation, and playing sports, you 
get a passion. And so many things you learn in sports as far as influencing children and giving back to your 
community. And my dad always told me; he said, ‘Son, you can give back to your community, but you can get 
back four times as much as you give.’ ” 


And they did. His father, who died in 1999, directed recreational programs in military and civilian roles in North 
Carolina and in South Mississippi.

He even mentored him about his trademark mustache. 


“He said, if you grow it, grow it the right way," Rusty said. 


Rusty retired late last year after more than 19 years as the Sportsplex manager for the City of Gulfport. 


“I saw that opportunity to where we can give a complex of sports to get these kids involved in a professional, 
state-of-the-art facility that they can really appreciate and enjoy coming to,” Rusty said. “And, quite frankly, we 
did accomplish that goal.” 


However, his career began much earlier, and like his father, he’s given 50 years of service - both in professional 
roles and volunteer work helping young people reach their potentials.
